most friendly attitude, and the 1919 
session accomplished 
much 
toward 


highway improvement. 
. 
The first big piece oC hoghway legis- 


lation to b-e taken up -in this session 
provided that the state trunk highway 
system should be increased from 0,000 
to not to exceed 7,500 miles. 
In se- 


lecting the new mileage tho same pro- 
cedure will be followed as in laying: 
out,tho original system. 
Tho deter- 
mination will rest with a poiat legis- 
lative committee of five members, act-

nn sentiment both demand that great 
care should bo taken in the selection 
of the site for a tuberculosis sanator- 
ium- .according to physicians who have 
Jiad long years of experience in the 
treatment of the disease.

of time required for successful treat- 
ment, the fact that this time is short- 
ened by keeping the patient cheerful 
and contented, and the further fact 
that fresh air and sunshine are im- 
portant factors In sanatorium treat- 
ment and that the patient should be 
encouraged to .live out of doors as 
much as possible make it imperative 
that the natural surroundings of the 
sanatorium 
should 
be 
attractive. 


There should be plenty of shade, free-

During- that period and 
up until'Feb. 20, 1917,'he paid in the 
pension fund at the rate ot 11,400 per 
•••ear. Feb. 20, 1'JIT, ho was granted | 
a salary of $1,300 a. year as nre chief 
and $600 as electrician. He states he 
then paid In the pension, fund, at the 
rate of $1,800.
